Reply Postal Cards For England — Siib-

Ottawa, Sept. 11.— The post ofrico de- 
partment lias been advised by the Im- 
perial authorities that thu Canadian 
reply postal card wiU bo recognized in 
ICngland if bearing a two-cent stamp. 
There is no two-cent reply post card 
issni'd l)y tile Dominion department, and 
it will thi'reforo be uece.ssary for parties 
desiring to use this class of communica- 
tion to affix a one-cent stump to each 
card. . 

The important aimonnceinent is made 
by the post 0tU<-e department that on and 
after October 1 tlie .suburban letter rate 
ot one cent per ounce will bo abolished 
and llie luttor rate made uniformly two 
cents iier ounce for the whole of Oauada. 
There has always existed a doubt (since 
the abolition of the dron-lotter system 
whether under the act the department 
had power to permit a one-cent rate to 
suburban oiUccs, and it is now proposed 
to abolish this. 

Reports received at the department of 
trade and commerce state that Mr.

Pretoria, Sept. 11.— President Kruger 
has issued a notice warning burghers 
wlio intend to go shooting beyond the 
river Umiwpo, which forms for many 
miles the northwest and northern limit of ' 
the Transvaal, that they will be .sovoroly 
punished unless thoy first olJtain per- 
mission from the local authorities. The 
tension remains high, pending tiiie re- 
ceipt of Mr. Chamberlain's despatch. 

It is asserted on excellent authority 
that llie Transvnol government, with 'a 
view of keeping up acthity in the mining 
industry, lias decided to protect it in 
every possible way. As a first step the 
government has notified the Rand com- 
[lauies that their men will receive pro- 
tection so long as they remain peaceful, 
and should war ■unfortunately occur, tlie 
men will bo given a reasonable tnme to 
leave the country if .they desire. ,/ .

SAVAGES IX DUTCH GUIANA. 

liecomo So TroiibleKomo That Exiiedition 
May Proceed to Regulate 
Them. 

Kingston, .lamaica, Sejit. 11.— Tlie 
bush negroes of Suriiuan, Dutcli Guiana, 
Imvo just been calling attention to them^ 
selves in a rather sensational exhibition 
of savagery, according to a newspaper 
published at Xickerie, in that colony. 
Those iK>ople are to-day what the Ma- 
roons of Jamaica were a century or so 
ago, with this (llfferenco that they dc- 
scea dents from fugitive slaves who have 
completely relapsed into savagery, mak- 
ing Goejaba^'and other territories occu- 
pied .by thom counteiT>arts of Equatorial 
Africa. The Dutch government long ago 
concluded to let them alone. 

The trouble that has just bronght them 
into prominence grew out of a fishing dis- 
pute. ■ Some of- thfeir neighbors poisoned 
the fish in a creek that ai)i>ears to have 
■been cwnmon to both parties. Tlie Goe- 
jabans thereupon went on the warpath, 
but apparently got the worst of it, for 
their village was burned, and they lost 
six warriors killed and many wounded. 

It is not improbable that later advices 
will bring furtlier details of a general 
siM'inunage in that district. The inci- 
dent is ini])ortaiit as furnishing the 
Diilcli auiliiiritic's a prett'xt ' inter- 
and bring the natives under siih- 
j"ctlon to the laws of the colony wliose 
peace they occasionally menai.-e.

'J'iiis it is ex- 
pected w-ill be ready to be laid before ilie 
eoimcii at next Monday's meeting, 
'i'lie lirst on file was a letter from Mujor 
linpoiit, who w'rote in the matter of the 
drain tliroiig-h his proiierty and iiis liav- 
1111; lieeii warned lo aliale tlie nuisance 
caused lliercliy. lie stateil (tiiiil lie iimi 
ahaled it. This matter he had allowed 
to .•Jtiiiid for some time through a desire 
not to annoy his neighbors by cutting 
ulT tlie connection of several houses with 
tlie drain complaiued of. lie hud offered 
llie city permission to lay a tile drain 
aiunss liis property, and now the sani- 
tary inspector bad ordered him to cut off 
the city's dituh from his drain. 

Aid. Kinsman said -that this was a 
miturol wnlcr course, and he doubted 
tlie riglu to close the drain up. 

Aid. Humphrey stated thut the drain 
had been tlicre long before Major 
Dnpont, and through Major Dupont clos- 
ing a iytrect which belonged to the city, 
tlie curporati(m were unable to continue 
the drain now used by some of the 
houses in the vicinity. 

The matter was referred lo the city 
solicitor for a report.

The cost of pro- 
duction of pig copper is $L! a ton less in one 
company than lu others, and on an output 
of 000,000 tons a year that would menu ii 
million. It were invidious to mention 
names, hut this ifnet is vveii worth the seri- 
ous conKlderatlon of tliost? svho own aud 
control the great mines of Butte. 

These copper deposits of Butte are so Ini- 
nicuse that for llfty years tliey can easily 
produce 300,000,000 pounds of copper year- 
ly. Three years ago I heard Marcus Daly 
say that the Anaconda group would keep 
up its thea record for fifty years to come. 
Recently Clarence King, the famous mining 
engineer and the greatest of American gei,. 
lo^sts, spent sixty days tramping over the

Advertitipr is simply seeking to create 
the imi>rcssion that Mr. Cotton is very 
* mnch shocked. But why should he be 
shocked? Mr. Cotton has !)oen sowiuf,' 
the wind for some twelvemonth past, 
and it the younR man Croni Nanainio 
s:iw fit to cap it with a wliirlwind surely 
•fhc hyphenated minister has no reason 
to complain. 

•Tust nt this time Mr. Cotton is not in- 
Kpirt'd by too e.'ccossive an afCcetion for 
Mr. W. W. B. Melnnes. A certain 
locality is said to have no greater fury 
than a female person whose advances 
have been repelled, but a pretty Rood 
rival to a woman scorned is a politician 
dn a similar predicament.

Wi- will l;now 
niori!. about lliat by and liye; but tliere 
is pretty strong evidenoo that the Fili- 
' ' pinos do not agree with' Admiral Schley 
a.s lo tlio object of the caiiipaiiju 
now heinii ratln r in;,'ioriously wa^ed by 
<ieiieral Otis. If tliey could be consult- 
■ ed, they wotild probably say some very 
Severe things about the manner In whicli 
the people of the United States are Ke4>k- 
ing to iinpoHC upon them a yoke -whicli 

. , jthe.v detcjst quite a.s much as they did 

^(^ythat of Spain. 

" .' War is one way of getting rid of the 
■surplus popirlatioii of the world. If 
Kurope had not been devastated hy wars 
through :i dozen ceiiturieM, it is dilllcult 
lo se(! •.vhal would have biM'omc of the 
people, And if it had not been for war, 
many of the choicest regions ' of the 
oarth would he in' the hand.s of people 
i,.'.yrlio vKulil make veo' liftio use of them. 
•' Tvhilo less favored regions would be 
(Towdcd by jieopit! in straits to kc.>p 
thenisolves alive. War has ci^rtaiiily liecii 
ji powerful eoononiic force, but it is a .sad 
icifcictiou upon human enlightenment if 



the conclusion must; be accopte'd that the 
only way to make room for the natural 
increnso in the race Is to, sot a number 
of Able-bodied men to work periodically 
killing each other oft. 

War has iinquostionably developed 
courage, and probably the sens(! of per- 
son:il dignity and honor. It has had 
much to do wiUi the evolution of pa- 
triotism, ^o doubt patriotism is a very 
excellent thing. The last reproach that 
can he made against a man is to .say that 
ho is not a patriot. >\'e forgive almost 
everything else. Yet it docs not do to 
analyze too closely the ingredients of 
patriotism. It is usually associated in 
the minds of al! of ns with blood-stained 
fields and torn battle standards. 

W«r gives em]>loyinent to many thous- 
ands Of men. All the talk of disarnm- 
mcnt falls to recognize that while ex- 
isting conditions continue tlioro is on 
enormous e.xponditure every year in con- 
nection with arniios, and that this inoiuis 
cni])loyiiient to thousands of people, and 
a market for enormous amounts of 
goods. It is true that the money comes 
out of the people to whom it is paid, but 
tliat is the case with all nione.v. Sonie- 
iKiily lias til earn it before anyhiHly cm 
spend it. It is more than doubtful if the 
millions of men who are kept under arms 
the world ovnr would expend ns much 
money on themselves if they were not 
soldiers as the government spends 
on them now. So as war nocessitati?s 
armaments, there is a good side to it in 
some particulitrs. 

Hut when these things have been said 
in defence of wjir, all has been said, 
and when lhcs(> ilieiiolits are wei|,'lu'd 
a(,'aiiist the injury and sufTering cans<Ml 
by it, they are terribly overlnUaneed.

The smallest 
part of the injury to Franco by the last 
war with Geniiany was that which ended 
when Paris capitulated, and Geruiany 
has found her victory and inmieneo 
money indemnity the most expensive in- 
vestment she ever made. 



APHASI.X. 

The Czar is said to bi^ a victim of 
H])ha.sia. Aphiusiii is the inability to say 
certain things. Curious instances of it 
are related. The disease, for It Is not 
a natural infirmity, is said to nfliict all 
people to a slight degree. One instance 
is priven of a man who, while retaining 
the ability to read and write, and who 
could apparently hear a.s well as any one, 
suddenly became unable to say anything 
but "cousisi," and what he meaul by it 
no one ever knew. Another lost the fac- 
ulty of saying anythiiifj but "mamma" 
and "no," which words he used to ex- 
press everything, and he seemed to be 
under the impression that he was em- 
ploying the saino vocabulary u« other 
people, for when asked to write what he 
meant, lie wrote intelligibly.

Outside ot .Mr. Cotton, 
there is not one man on the government 
side who can put up a strong light; all 
the fighters are now on the other side. 
Tlio government was weak in numbers 
when it began, hut Joseph Martin is 
a host iu himself wlien there is any 
lighting to be done. It the government 
lives until the legislature is called, it 
"•ill be only to meet its death at the 
hands o( un opposition that is now 
stronger than itself. 

With its death will come a condition 
that will be extremely unsatisfactory. 
While those who no longer support the 
Semlin govenrment may be -strong 
enought to defeat it, their strength ceas- 
es if they were placed in a similar po- 
sition themselves. Their destructive 
power re.s-ts with Joseph Martin, and 
Josejih Martin as the real leader 
of another government is un impossi 
bility.

From tlie Yukon, Sir ItlcUaril Cartwrlglit 
told Ills JliiKKoy hall lieareMS, the govern- 
meat In 18U8 drew .^^lOO.OiiO, and spent 
there In tlie same year $800,000. Wlnit Is 
there in tUot teirilury tu idiow for the large 
amount of its owa rovi uue thus said to be 
returned to It?

MaktDg all aliownuce 
for the great distance and dlfllcultles of 
transportation, the people of Canada must 
consider $SOO,W)() a large sum to pay for 
siicli small results.

Mr. ^[ackenzie Speaks of the l'rosi>ect 
for This Latest EjUterprise of 
Ills Firm. 

From the Montreal Qntottc. 
• "The Canada Northern Is a pretty good 
name," so Mr. 'VVIlllam Mackenzie thinks, 
for the new railway, which that gentleman, 
la cuunectton with Ids partner, Mr. Dan 
Mana, purposes according to dame rumor 
to build from Lake Baperlor to the I'ncltlc 
ocean, through one of the compuratlvely 
easy northern passes of the Itoekles. The 
railway mngiiale made the above reiily 
when asked If there was anything In the 
report that the projected road would be 
called the "Canndlan Iiuperlul." Of course, 
Mr. .Mann's trip to China is an tnteresUDS 
one to railway men, both In Canada and 
the United States, and Mr. Mackenzie was, 
of course, questioned Os to what measure 
of success bad attended the mission of his 
partner to the land o? the enterprising 
Duchess Dowager. lie replied, however, 
that Mr. .Mann hail not rcaelu'd the capital 
ot the Ctdestlal I'hnplre, but had tarrli'd 
for the time nt Shanghai, where It Is un- 
derstood a great deal of the negotiations 
attending allegi-d eoncessloiia to Canadian 
and American railway contractors sojourn- 
ing In China are carried on. It appears 
that several cables have been received from 
Mr. Miinii since lie reached China, but as 
yet no deliiiUe slatoiiieiit can be made 
touching the enterprise iu which these Cun- 
adhiu capitalists are engaged. However, 
Mr. MaekcnKlc sold that Mr. Mann would 
probably return to Canada In October, and 
It Is not probable that very much will be 
known till then, as to the results attend- 
ing Ills liiteri'stliig mission to the (Jrlent. 
Then ilr. .Mackenzie was (|iii'st loned about 
home, anil he w.is able lo 
ct Inforinallon, as this rall- 
l .■\rthiir to Wliinliieg, and 
rlliweslerly direction to the 
Is wlliioiit ddubt a iirojei.:! 
after llir 'I'ciroiito magnale's own heart, 
lie talks more freely about this road than 
any other (picsiloii.

He 
does not forget the opiioslllon the (irand 
Trunk offered thi; ('anadian radilc, when 
during the latter road's early days, legisla- 
tion and llnanelal assistance used to be- 
asked for at Ottawa. Vd, .Mr. .Mackenzie 
falls to see that tlie coiMiilelion <if ihe great 
transeont liii'iilai line has worked very uinch

lie licUcvcs that the Canada .Nortfierii 
will (1.1 great things In the way of develop- 
ing that porlloii nf {hi- coiiiuVy.

Speaking of tlie i)olipe commissioners 
the Miner say.s: Tlie prosocntiou does 
not seem to liave as yet fastened by 
any direct evidence, any serious offence 
ii|)on the chief (if police. It is supposed, 
liowever, that the men who are pressing; 
the charges have a card or two up their 
sleeves to play at the proper mouieut. 
The inqtiirv was resumed last WiMlnes- 
day night, ami a uuml)er of witnesses 
M-ere called, but only one or two points 
favorable to the prosecution were 
l)rought out, and those by hearsay evi- 
dence. 1 

Mr. McNeill's first task wa.-; an effort 
to show that the chief of police was in 
the habit ot frequenting houses of ill- 
fame, and the keeper of two inmates of 
a liincoln street house were called as 
witnesses. Kroiii their eviilence, how- 
ever, the only facta developed were that 
the chief of police had made about half 
a dozen visilH to the house to collect 
fines and convey warnings. None of the 
witnesses remembered seeing the chief 
under the influence of liiiuor, nor any 
unseemly conduct on his part. 

Ex-Mayor Wallace was called by Mr. 
McNeill and qucsticmed about com- 
plaints against the chief during 1S98. 
He could reuieinbcr no direct charges, 
though on one occasion it had come to 
his knowledge that keepers and inmates 
of disorderly houses who had been fined 
in the police court had been made to pay 
a dollar eacli in addition to the amounts 
o't their fines. Ho .spoke to the chief 
about the matter, anil that official admit- 
ted that the c.Ktra charge was irregular, 
but explained that part of the money 
was for the payment ot a .special con- 
stable who was employed on such cases. 
Mr. Wallace could Tiot say -whether the 
extra ihdlar hud been levied by nuthorit.v 
of tlie magistrate ot not. Questioned 
by Mr. McDonald for the defence, the 
ex-mayor said tbere was an understand- 
ing between the commissioners in 1808 
tliat the ordinary polter games were not 
to be interfered with, -while the conclu- 
sion was arrived at that there was no 
machinery ot the law by w"hich slot 
uiacliines could be done away with. 

Marcus Moses, of the Collins house, 
deposed that he had never paid any 
money to thc police or to anyone on their 
account, nor hud such payments ever 
been aslicd or sTiggestod. He did not 



remember seeing Chief Ingrain in any 
liouse of ill-fame. 

At this point one of the men interesled 
in I he prosectitiie.i interriipteil the pr(j- 
eeedings liy deniiuulin^' to know wliat 
Mr. Mo.^es' rcligiiiii was. Mayor (ioiid- 
eve iliri'cteil tlie man to atldrt'ss any 
conimuiiiealiiins to tlie court thrimgb 
ounsel. Mr. McNeill then pui ibe

(.;. .\. Carlson. 'J'hey claimed that there 
had been a breach of their contract on 
the part of Carlson, and asked for dam- 
agi's to the amonnt of .?1,000. This 
amount they made up as wages for 101 Vl- 
(lavs at per day each, and materials 
supplied lo the ninoiint of ?391. The 
claim of the defendant was that the 
plaintifis went behind on their contract

Exciting . Adventure off " Passongers^-Bc^ 
tween Grand Forks and Republic. 

l^rom the Boundary Creek 'Jlnios. 

.Tohn Schroeder, ot the Ohesaw Town- 
site Company, was in the <Mty this week, 
after a short visit to itcpniilic. He 
wore a decided limp, the result of being 
a passenger in the stage to Republic, 
which ran away Saturday afternoon. 
A fellow-passenger was Sig Dolzheiuier, 
of Colville, who waM here last week. 
The Republic I'ioin'cr, describing the 
runaway, says: 

The inconii'iig stage froni Grand Forks 
met with a serious iicciilciit Saturday 
afternoon about halt a mile from town, 
hi coming down the sli'cp grade east of 
town the liorses became unmanageable 
and ran away, overturning the stage 
and injuring several of the passengers 
and the driver, Frank .Vnderson. 

It was n terrible dash down the hill, 
and it is most remarkable that the 
casualties were not more serious. It 
was a piece of good fortune that there 
were not some deaths. 

When the stage readu'd llio brow ot 
the hill and just as the d.'scent was coni- 
nienced, Anderson reached for the foot- 
brake. He caught it, but his foot 
slipped down upon it. and before he 
could catch it again the lieav'dy loaded 
stage began to crowd upon the horses, 
and they coninicneed to run. In an in- 
stant they were on the jump, and gain- 
ing speed as they descended the long 
grade. It was now evident that it 
Would be iiniiossihle to elieck them, and 
only thing to do was to keep them, if 
[lossible, on the road. 

There were six passengers inside and 
one with the driver, and they were all 
thoroughly frightened. Some thought 
of leaiiing for their lives, hut before 
they had time to do it the stage was 
oing at such speed thai tn jump meant 
death. 

Itowu the hill the horses flow, the 
stage sWying back and forth like a ship 
in a choppy sea. Every small obstacb' 
eiicouutored tossed the vehicle in the air; 
one instant it was on two wheids, then 
on none at all. At each little turn in the 
road the passengers were tossed violently 
abcuit, and in this perilous condition 
they remained until the crash came. On 
a level piece of road at the foot of the 
grade the stage went over. The cargo 
of human life was dumped ottt, and 
away went the horses and the empty 
vehicle upside downi. Before anyone 
could regain their senses the runaway 
team was out ot sight.
